Plant  in  a sunny  position.  Soil  should  be  made  loose  and  friable,  and  it 
should  be  well  drained.  Cover  not  more  than  half  inch  to  one  inch.  Use  no 
barn-yard  fertilizer,  but  bone-meal  is  good,  and  they  like  it,  and  plenty  of  lime. 
July  and  August  are  best  months  to  plant.
